The action will nave millions of dollnra for American tox- 
paycra. It is not expected to mean more food for ciyilidns 
becatiao purchnao and diatribution at about the same level 
will bo handled by tlie liberated governments themaelvea. 

The United Stiitcs, contrary to earlier announcementfl, will 
continue Icnd-lcaso shipments of meat to Riiaaia during July, 
AuRU-st and September. 

Newly approved fooii allocations for the Soviet includes 
25,000,000 pounds of meat in the form toahonka, a canned 
pork and beef combination. No other U. S. meat will go 
abroad during the three-months period except to the armed 
forces. 

The scheduled Russian shlp- 
menta are 26,000,000 pounds 
of flour, 5.000,000 poiindfl of 
butter or other oil, 2,000.000 
poundu of cheese, 4,000,000 
pounds of dry peas, 2,600,000 
poundB of dehydrated vege- 
tables and 2,000,000 pounds of 
dried milk.

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THE NEXT WAR 
PretlictlnB the Bhape or the next war Is a 
pastime long dear to the Jules Verne type 
ol writer. Some have been far off the beam, 
but the better ones have only had to wait 
for timo to catch up with them and prove at 
least the aubstantlal truth of their fancies. 
One of the more successful of tlicse oracles 
is the Swedish engineer, Sven LIndequlst, 
who loresttW substratosphere bombing more 
than 30 years ago and. being a practical sort 
of prognostlcator, designed one of the first 
hlgh-altltudo airplane engines. 

The other day Mr. Lindequlst ventured the 
prediction that guns would be obsolete In 
the next war. Their place would be taken 
by Jet- or rocket-propelled, radio-controlled 
bombs weighing up to 10 tons and capable of 
landing with precise accuracy Irom a dis- 
tance ol hundreds of miles. 

These wouid be made In underground fac- 
tories. Mr. Lindequlst said, and fired from 
a camouflaged opening to the front Ilnca, 
There they wouM be loaded "with exriloslves 
and sent on their way." 

Fantastic? Well, one might have IhoiiRht 
BO except that next day the papers earned 
a report from the u. S. army ordance de- 
partment which gave sober credence to the 
. Swedish engineer's prophecy. 

The report, based on statements ot cap- 
.' tured nazl scientists and on our own forces 
-' observation, Infomied Americans that New 
York and other east coast cities had nil.^sed 
being targets of the German V-bombs by only 
s\x months. But for the crippling RAF raid 
on the V-bomb plant at Peenemuende In 1043. 
which killed hundreds of technicians and de- 
Htroyed much experimental equipment, this 
country could not have escaped before allied 
armies had smashed the nails. 
As it is, the nazis claimed that pinpoint 
. bombing at 3,00D miles would have been pos- 
by Novembar. Our Intclhgcncc offlqcra 
have not denied the claim, nor do they a 
.: to see anything outlandish In the nail boast 
■ that V-bombing at a range of 15,000 milea was 
possible and Imminent. 

So there Is the next war. It will begin with 
a salvo of precision rocket bombs, tent from 
hundreds or thousands ot miles at tremen- 
dous speed, striking without sound or warn- 
ing, wiping out a whole city, perhaps, and 
most of Its inhabitants. 

Then will come retaliation. City after city 
will be leveled, more thoroughly than la this 
war. The surviving civilians will be In con- 
stant night from the unseen— the explosives 
and, maybe next time, the gas and bacteria 
bombs. They will Jive underground In caves 
and shelters. 

Does anyone think It Impossible? Does any- 
one BtUl want to talk about "Inevitable" war 
with anybody? Does anyone think that all of 
Mi should not use what brain and persuasive 
strength we have to work for enduring peace?
